Hurricane Bonnie slammed 
into North Carolina at Cape 
Fear about 1 p.m.

Carter was dispatched from 
the operation headquarters in 
Nashville, Hornaday said. 
Carter could not be reached 
for comment. 

Just before leaving St. Louis, 
Determan told KTVI FOX 2 
News that she feared people 
had forgotten how much 
damage there is in Texas. 

Determan reported to the

Headquarters in San Antonio, 
Hornaday said. 

Tropical Storm Charley 
struck the Texas coast near 
Corpus Christi Aug. 22 and 
swept inland where its 
remnants have parked over 
southwest Texas. 

The 18 inches of rain 
dumped on Del Rio Sunday 
was more than the usually arid 
region receives in a year, 
forecasters said.

Deputies arrived about 10:20 
a.m.:and found the Under- 
woods, the victims of single 
gunshot wounds. The Under- 
woods had been married about 
seven years. 

“Although details of the inci 
dent ‘will not be released, evi- 
dence at the scene and subse- 

uent autopsies indicate that 
this incident is a murder-sui-

needs would be better served by a change in 
custody, and if so, to testify to that. In any 
event, the burden of proof in a case of this 
nature would be on the father to show that 
there has been a substantial change in 
circumstances. If the father does not meet this 
burden, custody will remain with the mother. 

A final question was whether the child would 
be allowed to testify regarding his wishes as to 
custody. The Court may allow him to testify, 
depending on his maturity, but his wishes 
would not be binding on the Court.

James Earl Ray, 70, died 
Aprif23 of liver disease in a 
Tennessee prison, ending his 
30-year court battle to prove 
that he did not kill King on 
Aprik4, 1968, in Memphis. Ray 
had pleaded pouty to the mur- 
der of King, but later recanted 
his confession, claiming he 
was: forced to admit his guilt 
in the King slaying. 

Ray grew up in Alton as a 
petty criminal and became one 
of the most notorious criminals 
in the country for the murder 
of King. 

Four months after Ray’s 
death, U.S. Attorney General 
Janet Reno announced last 
week,.that the Justice Depart- 
ment will reopen a ‘“‘limited’’ 
investigation of the case. 

Baetz uncovered key evi- 
dence as he crisscrossed the 
country for 18 months in 





1977-78 as a lead investigator 
into the King murder for the 
U.S. House Select Committee 
on Assassinations. Baetz was a 
former Madison County deputy 
sheriff when he was picked for 
the investigative team to probe 
King’s assassination. 

Investigation by Baetz dis- 
closed that Ray killed King to 
collect a $50,000 bounty offered 
by a nucleus of hard-core 
white supremacists who had 
secret meetings in St. Louis. 

“If John Ray tells the truth, 
he may know the names of the 
people involved in the conspi 
acy to assassinate King,’’ 
Baetz said 

The plot to murder the civil 
rights leader originated in 
meetings of radical racists in a 
St. Louis home on Arsenal 
Street in late 1967 and 1968, 
Baetz’s investigations 
revealed. 

“The meetings were held in 
a house less than 100 yards 
from the former Grapevine 
Tavern, operated by John Ray 
in St. Louis,’’ Baetz said

Dedicated in 1977, it is the largest and oldest Japanese 
garden in North America. Stretched over 14 of the Garden’s 79 
acres, the Japanese Garden makes a striking contrast to the 
rest of the renowned site.

‘The lawn is a prominent and important part 
of the home landscape. 

The homeowner wants to maintain an attrac- 
tive lawn but have as low an impact on the 
environment as possible. This approach to lawn 
care is referred te Integrated Pest Manage- 
ment. IPM is maximizing the use of cultural 
practices on the lawn and only using pesticides 
when needed 

Good cultural practices that will reduce weed 
problems in the lawn, include using proper 
mowing height and proper fertilization. Bowe 
a lawn too short. can epen the lawn to wee 
invasion. The seeds of*many weeds depend on 
light for germination. A turf that is maintained 
too short will allow more light to reach the soil 
gurface encouraging ;weed seed germination 
Mowing a turf too short usually results in 
increased weed probléms prompting the home- 
owner to use more herbicides to control the 
weed problems. 

‘What is the proper’ mowing height to main- 


* tain'a dense, actively growing turf that.is both 


healthy and attractive? It is suggested that tall 
féscue be maintained at a 2 to 3 inch mowing 
height. Kentucky Bluegrass should be main- 
tained at 2 to 2.5 inch mowing height. 

Proper fertilization is important to maintain 
healthy turfgrass. Fertilization will maintain a 
good turf color and density. Grass growth will 
be rapid enough to discourage weed invasion 
The use of slow-release forms of nitrogen is 
suggested for.a more uniform turf growth over 
a longer period of time. This approach helps to 
avoid large flushes of growth over a short peri- 


od of time that can regult in excess grass clip 
pings 

Insects can be a problem in lawns. There are 
basically two types of insects that feed on lawn 
grasses. These include surface feeders, such as 
sod webworms and the root feeders, such as 
white grubs. A properly maintained lawn will 
be more tolerant of insect damage. Monitor 
insect problems in your lawn. A low population 
of insects may not cause‘enough damage to the 
turf to justify control. ‘Avoid applying pesti- 
cides asa preventive approach and treat only 
when the pest present needs to be controlled 
for the health of the turf! 

Diseases are usually a.result of a lawn eco- 
system being thrown out\of balance by various 
stresses, such as high temperatures combined 
with excessive irrigationiand fertilization. The 
time of day that water ig applied and the fre- 
quency and amount of water applied are very 
important. management practices to minimize 
disease problems. 

If areas of the turf die out from disease, 
have the disease identified. Reseed with a 
grass cultivar that has resistance to that dis- 
ease problem, if one is available. 

Keep the lawn mower blade sharp. A dull 
mower. blade will tear the grass leaf leaving a 
ragged appearance. The ragged leaf edges can 
result in increased disease. Cleanly cut turf 
looks better and is healthier-
